1 12 first paragraph were necessitated by Applicant's amendment to claims 1-3 and 6-10 and the finality of the rejection is appropriate. 
Applicant argues that Figure 1 shows that viewing the computer as a sink and the battery detecting circuits as part of the computer is 
unsupportable. However, viewing the battery of Figure 1 as the power source, everything to the right of the switch 12 can be viewed as a 
sink.. With regard to claim 21, the claim has limitations for a processor-based device that is a part of a system which may receive power 
from a source. The power manager in Oprescu meets this claim limitation. 
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
